CHAPTER 881—H. F. No. 2245

An act relating to the compensation of members of the Legisla-
ture; and amending Minnesota Statutes 1961, Section 3.10.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

Section 1. Minnesota Statutes 1961, Section 3.10, is amended
to read:

3.10  Legislature; members; compensation, mileage. The
compensation of each member of the House of Representatives of
the legislature shall be $4;800 39,600 for the entire term to which
he is elected, which shall be due on the first day of the regular
legislative session of the term and payable as follows:

$208 $400 on the fifteenth day of January and on the first
day of each month, February to December, inclusive, during the
term for which he was elected.

The compensation of each senator of the Legislature shall be
$9:600 $19,200 for the term to which he is elected, of which
$4-860 $9,600 shall be due on the first day of each regular legisla-
tive session of the term and payable as follows:

$260 $400 on the fifteenth day of January and on the first
day of each month February to December, inclusive, during the
term for which he was elected.

In the event of extra legislutive sessions; each member of the
legistature shall receive additional compensation at the rate of $25
for each day while engaged in extra session; payable every tem
days during such session and on the last day thereof

Each member shall reccive mileage for one trip at the rate of
15 cents for each mile necessarily traveled in going to and returning
from the place of meeting to his place of residence.
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Each member shall reccive in addition to his regular salary
and mileage provided above per diem living expenses during a regular
or special session of the legislature, the amount to be determined
by the legislature each session but not to exceed that paid regularly
by the state of Minnesota for employees as expenses away from
home; such expenses to be paid to coincide on the same date as
regular salary payments are made during the regular or special
sessions.

On the fiftecnth day of January and on the first day of each
month, February to December, inclusive, the secretary of the Senate
and the chief clerk of the House of Representatives, shall certify
to the state auditor, in duplicate, the amount of compensation then
payable to each member of their respective houses, and the aggre-
gate thereof.

Sec. 2.  This act is in effect on January 1, 1967.

CHAPTER 882—H. F. No. 2247
[Coded in Part)

An act relating to public buildings and public lands of the
State of Minnesota; authorizing the acquisition and betterment of
public land and buildings and other public improvements of a capi-
tal nature; the acquisition by gift, purchase, or condemnation of
certain real property therefor; the equipping and replacement of
equipment of certain said buildings; appropriating moneys therefor,
including necessary expenses jrom the Minnesota State building
fund; authorizing the issuance of the sale of bonds under the pro-
visions of the constitution, Article 1X, Section 6, to finance said
fund and appropriating moneys in connection therewith.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

Section 1.  State; capital inprovements; appropriations.  Ex-
cept as otherwise provided in this act, there is hereby appropriated
from the 1965 Minnesota state building fund in the state treasury,
which fund is hereby created for the purposes hereinafter stated,
the sum of money herein set forth or so much thereof as may be
necessary.
